NEW SCORE CARD TO BE
PUT INTO USE ON JANUARY 1

"The Richmond Health Department
has thought It desirable to retaln up
to the present time the dalry score
card which wns official when our work
|of dairy Inspection bhegan on May 1,
11907, In order that our figures might 1
|be comparable from year to vear. |
ISInce, however, tuberculln testing has|
been made compulsory on and after
September 1, 1515, and since It 1s un-
desirable to have different score cards
In use during the same ealendnr year,
we have decided to adopt on Janunry
1, 1015, the most recent score card of
the Unitod States Bureau of Anlmal
Industry. Thils score card allows five
points for tuberculin testing. A dalry-
man with an  untested herd will,
thorefore, have to score flve more on
other polnts than will be required of
the dalryman with a tested herd, in
order to be allowed to sell milk or!
cream on the Richmond market. l

"We have now renched the season
of the year when tuberculln testing
can be conducted withoul complici-
tlons often present In  the hotler
months, and all dalrymen are strong-
ly urged to make their arrangements
to have thelr test applied as soon as
possible.

“Since all herds must have been test-
ed within the twelve months preced-
Ing September 1, 1915, only tests made
aince September 1, 1914, will be ac-
cepted.”
